a u e r said. It w arned th a t a new 
w ar could “ turn the te rrito ry of 
G erm an y into a field of b attle and 
d e stru c tio n .” 


Note Sent To Em bassy 


T he note w as delivered by So­ 
viet officials to the W est G erm an 
E m b assy in P aris. The te x t w as re ­ 
leased h ere by the Soviet F oreign

to telephones, which they prom ptly 
did.

“ It all looks wonderful.” added 
Lt. Lyle Cameron of Lincoln, who 
said he’d be “ one of the happiest 
guys in the world” if it weren’t 
for the knowledge that some Amer­ 
icans still are captives of the Chi­ 
nese Reds. 
This was the homecoming for 
; the trio held prisoner by the R nds 
; more than two years after being 
downed during the Korean War. 
Fischer, whose home town of

Burmese Reds “Fail” 
To Enlist Chinese Aid

Worcester thus became the first 


Maryland county to go on record 


that it will continue segregation 
during the coming school year. 


The board of education in Car­ 
roll County, where 5.1 per cent of 
the 460 public school children are 
Negroes, voted to end segregation 
in school athletics and dance and 
music festivals beginning next Sep­ 
tember. 
In Worcester County, where Ne­ 
groes make up 36 8 per cent of the 
1,757 public school children, the 
board voted to set up a special 
committee of white and Negro citi­ 
zens to study the problems of end­ 
ing segregation. 


In the meantime, it declared it 
would not be “ feasible or practica­ 
ble to attempt any integration of 
school children during the 1955-56 
school year.” 
The Worcester board said it will 
make every effort to comply with 
the Supreme Court order for a 
“ prompt and reasonable start’’ to­ 
ward segregation. 


It said it “ will attempt to end 
the practice of racial segregation 
in the schools as soon as prac­ 
ticable.” 
The board added it was “ con­ 
scious of many conditions which 
complicate the problems in Worces­ 
ter County: viz, the large propor­ 
tion of colored children, the inad­ 
equacy of school facilities, etc. 


“ In view of these conditions and 
the lateness of the final decision 
of the court this board does not 
believe it to be feasible or prac­ 
ticable to attempt any integration 
of school children during the 1955- 
56 school year.

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Sybert Says Public Apathy, 
Some Officers To Blame 
For Lack Of Police Support 


COLLEGE PARK. Md., June 7 
Uft—The Maryland attorney general 
said tonight public apathy and po* 
lice officers themselves usually arc 
responsible for “ deplorable condi­ 
tions in our police departments 
throughout the country.” 
Atty. Gen. C. Ferdinand Sybert 
made the comment in a speech 
prepared for delivery at graduation 
exercises for 96 police who com­ 
pleted a 10-month study at th? Uni­ 
versity of Maryland Institute for 
Law Enforcement Officers. 
Sybert discussed “ the answers to 
three general questions: 
“ Why are the police in general 
held in such low esteem? 
“ What have the police done or 
left undone which has produced 
such unfavorable public attitudes? 
“ What can police do to win the 
support and respect of the citizens 
they serve?” 
Representatives 
of 26 depart­ 
ments. including law enforcement 
officials from military and Coast 
Guard establishments in Maryland, 
received certificates at the cere­ 
monies. 
"The importance of good public 
relations is not fully appreciated

Sybert. “ And many police agencies 
which do understand the serious­ 
ness of the problem have done lit­ 
tle toward its solution, largely be­ 
cause they do not know how to 
handle the problem.” 
Sybert quoted from a recent pub­ 
lication which said “ the percent­ 
age of inefficient officers is so high 
that the public loses faith in the 
entire group.” The author of the 
article. Dr. Douglas M. Kelley, said 
one police department defeated a 
city council move to require at 
least a high school education for 
prospective officers because “ old- 
timers” on the force were afraid 
better educated men would take 
their jobs away. 
“ To improve these conditions it 
has become obvious that sensible 
standards must be established in 
the selection, training and employ­ 
ment of police officers,” said Sy­ 
bert. 
“ Who is responsible for these de­ 
plorable conditions in our police 
departments throughout the coun­ 
ty? More often than not police of­ 
ficers themselves are responsible, 
and the public's apathy.”

This was intended as a reply to 
defense arguments that only the 
secretary himself has that author­ 
ity. 
U. S. Atty. George Cochran Doub 
said the suit was filed “ to preserve 
the integrity of the Agricultural Act 
and the Congressional action em­ 
bodied in it.” 
It was not filed, he added, as; 
a preliminary to possible collection 
of penalties from farmers who' 
grew more than their quotas of 
wheat.

Efficiency On The Farm 
Continues To Increase 


In the last decade farm efficiency has risen faster 
than the efficiency of any other branch of America s 
economy. This observation by the magazine Fortune 
is coupled with a prediction that by 1980 only four 
per cent of the country’s population will be required 
to produce most of the food the nation will eat. 
In 1930 slightly more than 25 per cent of the 
people of the United States were farm folk. Today 
the percentage has dropped to 13.5. 
Fortune studied statistics from the Department 
of Agriculture and the Department of Commerce and 
also the trends of food consumption to reach its con­ 
clusions. Its findings showed that 37 per cent fewer 
farm workers, putting in fewer hours, are producing 
54 per cent more than U. S. agriculture produced 
25 years ago. 
The nation is pictured as moving into a period 
when the more skilled farmer, with aver-improving 
methods and fewer hands to help him, is expected to 
be able to pour out an ever-increasing amount of 
food to keep pace with the needs of an ever-rising 
American population. 
Two attractions are draining much of the in­ 
efficient farm labor away from the fields. These are 
the rising industrial wage and the decentralization 
of industry which brings the factory closer to the farm. 
But while the number of the commercial farms, 
which today is put at 3 5 million, is expected to 
shrink to 2 3 million in the next quarter of a century, 
another farm front is reported to be moving toward 
expansion. This growth is seen in the number of non­ 
commercial farms, numbering 1.7 million today. 
Retired people who move to the country and 
rural factory workers who farm on the side are 
expected to occupy 2 million such places in 1980. If 
the forecast is borne out, nearly half of ail farms in 
that year will be playing a minor part in producing 
food for a nation which is ateadily climbing in 
population.

The Fund For The Republic 


When the Ford Foundation gave Paul Hoffman, its 
president, $15,000,000 to form the Fund for the Republic, 
Hoffman ceased to be the head of the Ford Foundation. 
Similarly when Robert Hutchins left the Ford Foundation, 
he found a position with the Fund for the Republic. Since 
then the two organizations have gone their separate 
courses and, I understand, no love is lost between them . 
In the public mind, however, the Fund for the Repub­ 
lic rem ains in some m anner related to the Ford Founda­ 
tion and no steps have been taken by the parent to speak 
of its offspring in public as som e speak of it in private. 
If then it is suggested that Ford Foundation money is 
being used for political purposes and therefore subject to 
re-exam ination as to tax exemption, it is only because the 
lo rd Foundation has avoided explaining to the public that 
a $15,000,000 error was m ade. 


Meanwhile the Fund for the Republic bas been 
antagonistic to all congressional investigations and 
Investigators, has teams all over the country ostensibly 
investigating the Communists but actually seeking to 
discover what active anticom m unists have been do­ 
ing. A very complex questionnaire has been nrnt to 
firms using radio and television programs to advertise 
their wares, asking in the minutest detail what their 
policies are concerning the employment of Communists 
or alleged Communists on radio and television. 


In a letter addressed to such firms, the following 
Questions are asked:

Does your organization hold that certain political

The 
Fund for the 
Republic has also become 
engaged in the free distribution of books, pamphlets, 
newspaper articles, etc. One phase of political propa­ 
ganda is the uninvited, unsolicited, unpaid for distri­ 
bution of material on one side of a question with the 
object of influencing public opinion. The fund has sent 
such material to clergymen, cvHege presidents and 
federal judges, among others. 


I have before me a list of such m aterial as received 
by one person who has asked for none of it and resents 
being m ade its recipient. As I have not read all of it, I 
cannot adequately comment on it, but one article widely 
distributed by the Fund for the Republic is “The Kept 
W itnesses,” by Richard H. Rovere, with a subtitle th at 
states: 


“At least 83 people have been set up by the 
government in the trade of ‘professional witnesses.’ 
One calls it ‘a racket' . . . three are ronfessed liars 
. . . and all of them are exempt from security 
clearance.” 


This article gives me the im pression that the Govern- 
rryent of the United States, particularly the Departm ent of 
Justice and the FBI, is engaged in a conspiracy to fram e 
Americans by the use of false and paid witnesses. It is 
the most serious charge that can be made against a 
public official. It is deserving of a congressional investi­ 
gation, because if Rovere is correct, the security system 
is faulty and crim inal in intent. 
Such an investigation 
could include the author of the article and the Fund for 
the Republic.

WASHINGTON- T h e chanceries 
of 
Europe 
plus 
the 
diplomatic 
corps in Washington have now had 
a chance to get a slow double take 
on the historic Belgrade conver­ 
sations at which the Kremlin made 
amazing obeisance before M arshal 
Tito. 
Chief conclusion they dr%w is 
that

Kremlin behind the iion curtain 
are much more serious than the 
world had thought, and that tho 
Soviet is playing from a position 
of weakness, not strength.

There he will find that the pub­ 
lic relations expert attached to 
Senator M cCarthy’s friend, Scott 
McLeod, is Hal Short of Portland, 
Ore. And if he looks further into 
the campaign records of the last 
election he will find that Hal Short 
was paid $16,300 and is owed an­ 
other $17,000 for political publicity 
in Oregon in the 1954 Senate race. 
This total of $33,300 was obligat­ 
ed by the Citizens-for-Eisenhower 
Com mittee in an effort to defeat 
Sen. Dick Neuberger, Democrat, 
whose vote in the Senate and that 


of his friends necessarily is im­ 
portant to Secretary Dulles. 
Foreign Policies 
Also Im portant is the fact that 
Dulles’ assistant, Hal Short, ap­ 
pears to be definitely in violation 
of the Hatch Act. 
Publicity man Short began work­ 
ing for Secretary Dulles in July 
1954 just as the Oregon election 
was beginning. Yet he spent part of 
that tim e campaigning in Oregon. 
Presum ably he 
got around 
the 
Hatch Act by drawing $50 a day 
from Secretary Dulles on a per 
diem basis, so he would work on* 
day at politics, another day in the 
State Departm ent. 
This does not exactly m ake for a 
bipartisan foreign policy, but it 
might keep Short out of trouble 
with tho Hatch Act—were it not 
for one thing. 
On December 3, 1954. after th* 
Oregon election was over and Neu­ 
berger had won, Short participated 
in a conference with Senators Dirk- 
sen of Illinois. Jenner of Indiana, 
B arrett of Wyoming and Potter of 
Michigan to try to unseat Neu­ 
berger. The strategy was to get a 
recount of Oregon votes. 
December 3. the day of this con­ 
ference, was one of the days Short 
was listed as working for the Sta’« 
D epartm ent. 
Of course, if Short were prose­ 
cuted under the Hatch Act, some 
of the Senators who were present 
m ight have convenient m em ories 
and forget he was there. But Short 
went further—he gave a statem ent 
to Mervin Shoemaker of the Port­ 
land Oregonian in which he said: 
“ We are confident that there were 
m istakes 
in 
the 
counting. 
How 
much they would affect the totals 
we could riot tell without recount­ 
ing the ballots.” 
He went on in add that Senator 
Jenner of Indiana had promised 
that 
his 
Elections 
Committee 
would accept a petition for a re­ 
count. 
All this political activity, in clear 
violation of the Hatch Act. occur­ 
red when Short was listed on th* 
State D epartm ent rolls as working 
for Secretary Dulles who claim s 
he's anxious for a bipartisan for­ 
eign policy. 
It will be interesting to see what, 
if anything, the Justice D epart­ 
m ent and or Secretary Dulles do.

When the site com m ittee of the 
GOP met with the various appli­ 
cants for the convention the spokes­ 
man for Philadelphia told Leonard 
Hall that the City of Brotherly 
Love, as I have ingeniously nick­ 
nam ed it, would be able to pro­ 
vide hundred*- of newly air-con­ 
ditioned hotel rooms for the nor­ 
mally sweaty delegates. Then the 
San Francisco man stood up and 
said, reverently: 
“God does that for us.” 


A legend has grown to the effect 
that Eisenhower did not want Chi­ 
cago as the site of the Republi­ 
can convention because of the late 
Col. R. R. McCormick's animosity 
toward him. McCormick 
was 
a 
Taft man in ’52, and offered other 
conservatives a party well to the 
right of Eisenhower after the pres­ 
ent President won the nomination. 
Truth of the m atter is that Eisen­ 
hower received a letter from Mc­ 
Cormick, not long before the lat- 
te r’s death, pledging all out sup­ 
port of the party’s choices. 


Millions of us despised the Nazis

Both W est and East thought 
about competing against South's 
four-spade bid, but they both de­ 
cided that the cost m ight be ex ­ 
cessive and unnecessary. A ctual­ 
ly, with the diamond king in the 
South hand, not too well guarded, 
and the club ace right, they could 
have made five hearts, but they 
w ere right about the “unneces- 
sary” part. 
W est laid down the heart king. 
South ruffed, cashed the trump 
ace, then let the club nine ride. 
East won and shifted to the dia­ 
mond 
queen, and 
down 
South 
went. 
South pointed out to his part­ 
ner that if the club king had lain 
right he would have taken all 13 
tricks, and this was true (assum ­ 
ing that W elt had the club king 
with less than three guards).
